are our beſt Chzoniclers as they repoze,haue great Antiquie 
ties,but what they publiſh of late peares map be enlarged in 
many places by Chzonicles of other Nacions: whereby it is 
manifeſt thep are either ignozaunt ofthe tigues,02els not gle 
uen to þ ftndie of þ which they moſt pzofeſſe. Foz ifthep were, 
meetl inkes it were ealte fo2 them ſuch Antiquities as thep 
b2ag they baueztofetche our Piſtozies from the beginning, 
make themas ample as the Chzonicles of any other Coficrp 
o2 Nation.
